T was thus for fome time we diverted him, 
I but now Imoinda began to fhew fhe was with 
child, and did nothing but figh and weep for 
the captivity of her lord, herfelf, and the in- 
fant yet unborn ; and believed, if it were fo 
hard to gain the liberty of two, “twould be 
more aifficul to get that forthree. Her griefs 
were fo many darts in the great heart of Cefar, 
and taking his opportunity, one Sunday, when 
all the Whites were overtaken in drink,’ as 
there were abundance of feveral trades, and 
flaves for four years, that inhabited among the 
Negro houfes ; and Sunday being their day of 
debauch, (otherwife they were a fort of {pies 
upon Czfar) he went, pretending out of good- 
nefs to em, to feaft among ’em, and fent all his 
mufick, and order’d a great treat for the whole 
gang, about three hundred negroes, and about 
one hundred and fifty were able to bear arms, 
fuch as they had, which were fufficient to do 
execution, with fpirits accordingly: For the 
Englifh had none but rufty fwords, that no 
ftrength could draw from a fcabbard ; except 
the people of particular quality, who took 
care to oil °em, and keep them in good order. 
The guns alfo, unlefs here and there one, or 
thofe newly carried from England, would do 
no good or harm ; for ‘tis the nature of that 
country to ruft and eat up Iron, or any metals 
but gold and filver. Aud they are very expert 
atthe bow, which the Negroes and indians are 
perfeét mafters of. 

Cefar, having fingled out thefe men from 
the women and children, made an harangue to 
“em, of the miferies and tynominies of flavery ; 
counting up all their ‘oils and fufferings, under 
fnch loads, turdens and drucge'ies, as were 
firter for te: fis than men ; fenfelefS brutes, chan 
human fouls. Ke told ‘em, it was not for days, 
months or years, but for eternity ; 


: there was 
no end to be of their misfortunes: 


b | The: taf- 
fercd not hikemen who might fiada glory in 
fortitude i. opprefiion ; but like dogs that Lov’d 
the whip aid bei, aud fawn'd the more they 
west beaten; Lhat they had lof the divine 


quality of men, and were become infenfible 
affes, fit only to beer: Nay, worfe; an af, 
or dog, or horfe, having done his duty, could 
lie down in retreat, and rife to work again, 
and while he dia his duty, endur’d no ftripes ; 
but men, villai ous, fenfelefs men, fuch as ey’ 
toil’d on all the tedious week ’till black Friday, 
and then, whether they work’d or not, whether 
they were faulty or meriting they promifcu- 
pee” the innocent with the guilty, fuffered 
the infamous whip, the fordid ftripes, from 
their fellow-flaves, ’till their blood trickled 
from all parts of their body; blood, whofe 
every drop ought to be revenged with the life 
of fome of thofe tyrants that oppofe it. ‘ And 
‘ why (faid he) my dear friends and fellow- 

futterers, fhould we be flaves to an unknown 
people? H:ve they vanquifhed us nobly in 
fight ? Have they won us in honourable bat- 
tle? and are we by chance of war become 
their flaves? This would not anger a noble 
heart ; this would not animate 2 foldier’s foul - 
No, but we are bought and fold like apes or 
monkeys, to be the fport of women, fools 
and cowards ; and the fupport of rogues and 
runnagades, that have abandoned their own 
countries for rapine, murders, theft and vil- 
lanies. Do you not hear every day how they 
upbraid each other with infamy of life, be- 
low the wildeft favages? And fhall we ren- 
der obedience to fuch a degenerate race, who 
have no one human virtue left, to diftin- 
guifh them from the vileft creatures? will 
you, I fay, fuffer the lath from fuch hands?’ 
They all reply’d with one accord, ‘ No, no, no, 
* Cefar has fpoke like a great captain like a 
* great king. 

After this he would have proceeded, but was 
interrupted by a tall negro, of fome more qua- 
lity than the reft, his name was Tufcan; who 
bowing at the feet of Cefar, cry’d, * My lord, 
we have liftened with joy and attention to what 
you have faid; and, were we only men, would 
follow fo great a leader thro’ the world: But 
O! confider we are hutbands and parents too, 
and have things more dear to us than life; our 
wives and children, unfit for travel in thofe 
unpaflible woods, mountains and bogs. We 
have not only difficul: lands to overcome, but 
rivers to wade, and mountains to encounter ;. 
ravenous beafis of prey.’ Fo this Cefar 


repiy’d, 
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reply'd, ° That honour was the firft principle 
in nature, that was to be obey’d ; but as no man 
would pretend to that, without al! the acts of 
virtue, Compaflion, charity, love, juftice and 
reafon, he found it not inconfiftent with that, 
to take equal care of their wives and children 
as they would of themfelves; and that he did 
not devign, when he led them to freedom, and 
glorious liberty, that they fhould leave that 
better part of themfelves to perifh by the hand 
of the tyrants whip: But if there were a wo- 
man among them fo degenerate from love and 
virtue, to chufe flavery before the purfuit of 
her hufband, and with the hazard of her life, 
to fhare with him in his fortanes; that fucha 
one ought to be abandoned, and left as a prey 
to the common enemy. 

To which they all agreed——and bowed. 
After this, he fpoke of the impaflible woods 
and rivers, and convinced them, the more dan- 
ger the more glory. He told them, that he 
had heard of one Hannibal, a great captain, 
ha.! cut his way thro’ mountains of folid rocks ; 
and fhoulda few fhrubs oppofe them, which 
they could fire before "em? No, ‘tw’s a tri- 
fline excufe to men refolved to die, or overcome. 
As for bogs, they are witha little labour fill- 
ed and hardened ; and the rivers could be no 
obftacle fince they fwam by nature, at leaft by 
cuftom, from the firft hour of their birth: that 
when the children were weary, they muft car- 
ry them by turns, and the woods and their 
own induftry would afford them food. ‘T'o this 
they all affented to with joy 

Tufcan then demanded, wha’ he would do; 
he faid, he would travel towards the fea, plant 
anew colony, and defend it by their valour : 
and when they could finda fhip, either driven 
by ftrefs of weather, or guided by providence 
that way, they would feize it, and make it a 
prize, till ir had tranfported themfelves to their 
own countries; at leaft, they fhould be made 
free in his kingdom, and be efteemed as his 
fellow-fufferers, and men that had the courage 
and the bravery to attempt, at leaft, for liver- 
ty; and if they died in the attempt, it would 
be more brave, than to live in perpetual fla- 
very. 

_ They bow’d and kifs’d his feet at this refolu- 
tion, and with one accord vow’d to follow him 
to death ; and that night was appointed to begin 
their march. They made it known to their 
wives, and directed them to tye their ham- 
mocks about their fhoulders, and under their 
arms like a fcarf, and to lead their children 
that could go, andcarry thofe that could not. 
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The wives, who pay an entire obedience to 
their husbands, obey’d, ani ftay’d for ‘em 
where they were appointed: the men ftay'd 
but to furnifh themfelves with what defenhive 
arms they could get; and all met at the ren- 
dezvous, where Cefar made a new encouraging 
{peech to’em, and led ‘em out. 

But as they could not march far that night, 


on Monday early, when the overfers went to” 


cull ’em all together, to go towork, they were 
extremely furprized, to find not one upon the 
place, but all Hed with what baggage they had. 
You may imagine this news was not only fud- 
denly fpread all over the Plantation, but foon 
reached the neighbouring ones; and we had by 
noon about 600 men, they call the militia of 
the country, that came to afiift us in the purfuit 
of the fugitives: but never did one fee fo co 
mical an army march forth to war. The men 
of our fafhion would not concern themfe!ves, 
tho’ it were almoft the common caufe ; for fuch 
revoltings are very ill examples, and have very 
fatal confequences oftentimes, in many colonies = 
but they had a refpect for Cafar, and all hands. 
were againit the Parhamites (as they called thofe 
of Parham Plantation) becaufe they did not in 
the firft place love the lord-governor: and, 
fecondly, they would have it, that Cafar was 
ill ufed, and baffled with : and tis not impofh- 
ble that fome of the beft of the country were 
of his council in this flight, and depriving us 
of all the flaves ; fo that they of the better fort 
would not meddle in the matter. ‘The deputy- 
governor, of whom I have had no great occa- 
fion to fpeak, and who was the mott fawning 
fair-tongu’d fellow in the world, and one that 
pretended the moft friendfhip to Cafar, was 
now the only violent man againft him; and 
tho’ he had nothing, and need fear nothing, 
yet talked and looked bigger than any man. 
He wasa fellow, whofe character is fit to be 
mentioned with the worft of the flaves» this 
fellow would lead his army forth to meet Czfar, 
or rather to purfue him. Moft of their arms 
were of thofe fort of cruel whips they call cat 
with nine tails ; fome had rufty ufelefs guns for 
fhew ; others old bafket hilts, whofe blades 
had never fcen the light in this age ; and others 
had long ftaves and clubs. Mr. Tretry went 


alang, rather to be a mediator than a conquer- 
or in fuch a battle ; for he forefaw and knew, 
if by fighting they put the negroes into defpair, 
they were a fort of fuilen fellows, that would 
drown or kill themfelves before they would 
yield; and he advis’d that fair means were beft : 
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but Kvam was one that abounded in his own 
wit, and would t.ke his own meafures.

Account of the great Act of HENRY 
JENKINS, by dfs. ANNzE SEVILLE. 


HEN [ came firft to live at Bolton, J was 

told feveral particulars of the great age 
of Henry Jenkins ; but I believed little of the 
ftory for many years, till one dey he coming to 
beg an alms, I defired him to tell me truly how 
old he was, He paufed a litre and then faid, 
that to the beft of his remembrance, he w s 
about 162 or 3; and I atked, what kings he 
remembered ? He faid Henry the Eighth. I 
aiked what publick thing he could remember? 
He faid Flowden Field I afked whether the 
king was there ? He faid no, he was in France, 
and the earl of Surrey was general. I afked 
him how old he might be then? He faid, I be- 
lieve I might be betweeen 10 and 12; for fays 
he, I was fent to Northallerton with a horfe- 
load of arrows, but they fent a bigger boy 
from thence tothe army with them, All this 
agreed with the hiftory of that time ; for bows 
and arrows were then ufed, the earl he named 
was general, and king Henry VIII. wis then 
at Tournay. And yet it is obfervable, that 
this Jenkins could neither write nor read. 
There were alfo four or five inthe fame parifh, 
that were reputed all of them to be 100 years 
old, or within two or three years of it, and 
they all {aid he was an elderley man, ever 
fince they knew him ; for he was born in ano- 
ther parifh, and before any regifters were in 
churches, as it is faid: He told me then too, 
that he was butler to the lord Conyers, and 
remembered the abot of { ountains abbey very 
well before the diffolurion of the monatteries, 
Henry Jenkins departed this life, December, 
1670, at Ellerton upon Swale in Yorkfhire; 
the battle of Flowden-iield was fought, Sept. 
9, 1539, and he was about 12 yearsold when 
Flowden-Field was fought. So that this Henry 
Jenkins lived 169 years, viz. 16 years longer 
then old Parr, and was the oldeft man born 
upon the ruins of this pofdiluvian world. In 
the laft century of his life he was a fifherman, 
and ufed to trade in the ftreams : His diet was 


coarfe and four, but towards the latter end of 


his days he begged up and down. He hath 


fworn in chancery, and other courts, to above 
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at York, where he generally wenr on foot - 
and ! have heard fome of the country gentle- 
men 2farm, that he frequently fwam in the ri- 
vers after he was paft the ageof 109 years. In 
the king’s remembrancer’s office in the Exche- 
quer, is a record of a depofition ina caufe by 
Englith bil, between Anthory Clark and 
Smirkfon, taken 1665, at K ettering in Yori:- 
fhire, where Henry Jenkins, of Ejlerton upon 
Swale, lubourer, aged 157 years, was produ- 
ced as a witnefs.

} is innate modefy would frin cafta veil over 
bis accomplifhments, but juftice conftrairs him 
to pudlifh them for the ufe of mankind, | ard 
the good of the publick ; which obliges him to 
inform you, that he fabricates all ki ds of per- 
riwigs for churchmen, lawyers, phyficians, 
militarv, mercantile, and country gentlemen, 
in a moft new, exquifite, curiousand extruordl- 
nary tafte : As for exarp'e, to ecclefiatical pert- 
wigs he gives a certain demure air; he confers 
on the tye-wigs of the law, an appearance of 
great fagacity and deep penetration ; on thofe 
of the faculty of phyfick, he cafts a folemnity 
and gravity that feems equal to the profoundett 
knowledge. Fis military fmarts are mounted 
jn a curious manner, quite unknown to every 
workmen but himfelf; he throws into them 
what he calls the animating buckle, which gives 
the wearer a moft war-like fiercenefs He has 
likewife invented a fpecies of major or brigs- 
deer for the betrer fort of citizens and tradef- 
men, which, by adding a tail to them, that 
they may be taken off and put on at ple2fure, 
may ferve extremely weil, whenthey do duty 
in the militia, or intend to ride the franchifes 
He alfo flatters himfelf with hitting the tafte of 
the Irith country gentlemen and foxhunters by 
his fhort cut bobs with rine hairs on a fide. 

For the gentlemen of the beau monde, whofe 
tafte and talents Ite in drefs, he prepares perri- 
wigs frized in the following tafte and fafhion, 
all which are row worn at Paris, viz. en ailes 
de pigeon, a la comette, a la choux fleure, a Poifecu 
royale, en efcalier, en echelle, en bvoje, en des de 
fanglier, al> temple, a la vi tmoceros, en pate de lou 
garvote, ala Saxe, ala dragone, en rofe, en bequille, 
en neglice, a la chancellieve a face coupee, en long, 
en boucle demi naturelle, en chaines, a la bordage. en 
boucle detackec, ala Fanfenifte, en point, enefcargoo, 
en grain aepinarcs, en cul d’ artichaut, Pfc. &Fc, 
For young gentlemen of the law, who are not 
troubled with much practice, he has invented 
a perriwig, the legs of which may be put into 
a {mart bag during the vocation, and which in 
term-time may be reftored to its priftine form. 
ke ntends to keep from twoto three hundred 
of this fort always in readinefS to hire out oc- 
cafionaliy. 

He alfo makes white woollen bobs, which fit 
as clofe as night-caps, very proper to be worn 
by young perfons of diftinétion, either when 
they chufe to mount the coach-box, or walk in 
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the morning like their footmen in difhabille 
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with an oaken club in their hands. For fuch 
as love to fave their cafh, he will have perri- 
wigs made of calves tails, which he engages will 
la!’ a long time; this kind (as there is but very 
little profit -o he had by hem) he only makes 
to Oolige the fathers of {uch young fparks who 
honour him with their cuftom 

He aflures the publick, that there are but 

few conditions in life who may not reap a fen-= 
ible be: efir by his labours, as me::y of his cuf- 
tomers have experienced, having by the diver- 
fity of his perriwigs contributed greatly to ad- 
vance the aftairs and intereft of the weavers; 
for all the world mu% allow, ther it is neceTiry 
to have a man’s head pur irto a proper order 
for bufinefS, to have any aliair terminate hap- 
pily. 

He dreffes, cuts, curls and friffes hair, in 
the mott elegant tafte, either for ladies or gen- 
tlemen ; and to prevent lofs of time at the toi- 
lette (a confequence the irifh gentry may at 
firt complain of, but which cuftom will render 
in a fhort time as familiar as in France, where 
they give upthe whole morning to fo neceffary 
a duty) he has by long ftudy and labour difco- 
vered and invented a commodious machine, 
called the night b.fket, by which ladies and 
gentlemen may have their heads drefled while 
they divert themfelves at cards without lofs of 
time. This bafket being co ftructed on ma- 
thematical principles, 1s fitted on the infide 
with feveral iron points covered with velvet, 
that attract the hair, (it beirg firft oiled and 
powdered with loud one duft) and friffes it in- 
to the form of the tnfide of the baiker, which 
is moulded into the tafte du mouton, and all the 
other fifhionable fhapes now in vogue. The 
faid points preferve the Suckles in an admirabie 
fymmetry, ard the velvet, being dipped in a 
foporiferous lijuor, contributes greatly to 
comfori the brain and bring on fleep, provided 
the wearer has not had an ill run at cirds. 

He has an admira’le fecret to colour all kinds 
of hair on the head, and give any tint the 
wearer pleafes; and this he performs without 
the ufe of lead, combs, mercury, or any our- 
ward application whatfoever ; for as ail natura- 
lifts allow the hair to be only certain tubes 
which take their colour according to their qua- 
lity of the juice with which they arc nourifhed, 
he has invented a fyringe, with which he in- 
ject the hair with a liquor of the colour the 
perfon chufes to have, or that which may hap- 
pen to be moft in the mode. ‘his method bein 
dear is littie ufed in rrance, the people of that

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Nation, tho’ they love to fhine, love to do it 
at a cheap rate ; onthe contrary, the genero- 
fity of the Jrifh, and their contempt of money, 
is well known, the fame thereof has fpread to 
Paris, fo that the artift flatrers himfelf, his no- 
ble defigns will meet with the countenance and 
protection of a people celebrated for their at- 
tachment to the Ceaux arts ‘This liquor ts per- 
fectly innocent, and might be a means of con- 
veying feveral {upplies to the internal organs of 
fenfation; but he leaves this as a hint to be pro- 
fecuted by the gentlemen of the faculty ; and 
tho’ he boafts fuimfelf a barber furgeon of the 
honourable fraternity of St. ‘ome at Paris, he 
coes not mean to encroach on the upper branch 
of a profeffion he has only the honour of being 
an underflrapper of.

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PON reading the 44 to permit Perfons pro- 

feffing the Jewtfh Religion to be naturalized 
by Parliament, a doubt has occurred to me, 
whether any [ew can be naturalized by par- 
liament by the aét as it now ftands, and my rea- 
fon for doubting is this: Every perfon to be 
naturalized is to tike the oaths to the govern- 
ment as prefcribed by aét of parliament, one 
of which is that we call the oath of abjuration. 
Now this oath, as prefcribed by a&t of parlia- 
ment, concludes with thefe words, ‘* and | do 
make this recognition, acknowledgment, abju- 
raion, renunciation and promife, heartily, 
willingly and truly, spon the true faith of a Chrif- 
tian." This ‘ei g the form of the oath pre- 
fcried by aét of parliament, 1] am apt to think, 
that no court of juftice, nor either houfe of 
parliameit, can difpenfe with, or alrer thefe 
word withoui an act of parliament for that 
purpofe ; becaufe in the act of explaining and 
amending the famous aét of the laft, reign, 
vulgarly called, The fwearing Att, there is an 
exprefs claufe for difperfing with thefe words, 
when any Jew prefented himfelf to take the 
oath of abjuration in purfuance of the faid act, 
or the faid fwearing act ; and becaufe there Is 
a like difpenfing claufe in favour of Jews, in 
the aét for naturalizing fuch foreign pro- 
teftants as were then fertled, or fhould a‘rer- 
wards fettle in our American colonies. 

Krom the parliament’s being fo careful at 
both thefe times to previde for the ‘ews by an 
exprefs claufe, it is evicent, that no inferior 
court of juftice can difpenfe with or alter thefe 
words when a Jew prefents himfelf to take this 
oath, therefore my only doubt ts, whether el~ 
ther houfe of parliament can do fo, without the 


authority of a previous act of parliament = 
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the purpofe ; for if neither houfe can, it is 
certain that no perfon profeffing the Jewrfh re- 
ligion can be naturalized by parliament, not- 
withftanding this new aét in their favour. ‘\s 
this isa queftion of fome importance, I hope 
fome one of our learned lawyers will give us 
his thoughts upon it, and therefore I muft beg 
the favour of you to infert this in your next 
Magazine,

Trat of JOHN BARBOT, at &. 
Chriftopher’s, in the Weft-Indies, for the Mur- 
dr f MATT. MILLS, &; 


S the trial, condemnation, and execution 
of John Barbot, attorney at law, for the 
murder of Matthew Mills, kfq; in the iflund 
of St, Chriftopher’s, has of late been a fyject 
of converfation, and contains fome very extra- 
ordinary circumftances, we fhall give our rea- 
ders a fhort account of it, beginning with as 
exaé an hiftory of the perfons chiefly concerned, 
as we can collect. 

Matthew Mills, Efq; was a rich planter of 
the ifland of St. Chriftopher’s, a gentleman of 
a general good character, and highly efteemed 
in that ifland ; and he was, it feems, a confi- 
derable creditor upon the eflate of Dr. James 
Webbe, who had always been a great friend 
to Mr. Barbot, and whofe eftate on the ifland 
of Nevis, was by order of court to be fold at a 
publick fale, for the fatisfaction of his creditors ; 
at which fale both Mr. Mills and Mr. Barbot 
were prefent and nearly concerned, the form- 
er to pufh on the fale, in order to recover 
what was due to him, and the latter to prevent 
its taking an effect, or to become the purchafer 
in truft for his friend Dr. Webbe, who had 
very ill will to have his eftate fold toa ftranger, 
becaufe he had a very rich uncle upon the 
ifland, on whom he hoped to prevail to pay his 
debts and preferve the eftate, which he has 
fince done. 

John Barbot was born in London, and was 
the fon of an eminent and fubftantial filver- 
{mith, who, it feems, is ftill alive. At 14 he 
was bound apprentice to an attorney in iondon 
for five years, and after having ferved his time, 
he went to Antigua in 1746, asclerk to a gen- 
tleman of the law there. About three or four 
years ago, he got himfelf admitted as an attor- 
ney at St. Chriftopher’s, and fell very foon into 
confiderable practife there ; fo that before this 
unlucky affair happened, he had got about 
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800!l. before-hand ; and as he hadalways beetr 
employed by Dr. Webbe and his family, be 
was prevauled an by the doctor to fet up as the 
purchafér of his eftate at the fale, which he 
was enabled to do, by a genrleman’s undertak- 
mg to endorfe his bills for the third part af 
the price, as that partof the price was to be 
Immedi.tely depofited in good bills of exchange, 
by the conditions of fale; and as Mr. Mills 
and he had oppofite interefts to purfue at the 
fale, this brought on the quarrel between 
them. 

What fort of peron of a man, or what age, 
Mr. Mills was, we have not heard; but Mr. 
Farrot is faid to have been a m.n of fmall fize, 
but fprightly, and about, or not much above 25 
years of age, when this affair happened. 

He was tried at St. Chriftopher’s, January 
§, 1753, and charged with having felonioufly 
and of malice forethought murdered Matthew 
Mills, Efq; at Frigate-bay in that ifland, on 
Sunday, November 19, about 5 o’Clock in the 
morning, by giving him with a piftol loaded 
with powder and leaden bullets, one mortal 
wound, upon the right fide, between the two 
laft falfe ribs, and near the back ; and the wit- 
neffes were as follows : 

Peter Carew fwore, that at the fale of 
Bridgwater’s (Dr. Webb’s) eftate, November 
7, he heard the prifoner fay to the deceafed, 
he expettedto be treated like a gentleman, or, he did 
not treat him like one. 

Thomas Mills.—That at the faid fale upon 
the prifoner’s objecting to the conditions of 
file, the deceafed faid, A%. Barbot, the conditions 
ave very fair ; why will you cavel about them? Upon 
which the prifoner faid, Sir, J expet# to be treat- 
ed like a gentleman. And the deceafed replied, 
Sir, I foall always treat you and all mankind as fucb. 
And he gives good reafons for believing, that 
after the fale the deceafed never faw the prifo- 
ner, till the morning he was killed. 

Andrew Armour.—That fome time between 
the 3d and 7th of November, the prifoner 
faid to him, that Mr. Mills had treated him 
cruelly, and in fuch a manner as never ought 
to be forgiven. And that he believed the pri- 
foner meant Mr. Matthew Mills; and never 
heard that before that time he had any quarrel 
with Mr. Thomas or Mr. William Mills, nor 
did the prifoner tell him in what manner Mr. 
Mills had behaved to him, to occafion his fay- 
ing fo to him. ¢ ; 

Patience Dorfet.—That on the king’s birth- 
day, (Nov. 10,) as fhe was going into Mr, 

Oeo M‘Cabce’s 
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~M‘Cabee’s tavern (in St. Chriftopher’s ) 
fhe heard the prifoner fay to two men he was 
talking with, there is a certain gentleman in 
this ifland, that within a fortnight he would e1- 
ther kill or be killed by. But did not know, 
nor had ever feen either of the men he was 
talking to. ‘ 
Dr. James Webbe,—That at the aforefaid 
fale, he heard the prifoner fay, we will be 
bound by thefe conditions as far as the law can bind 
us and no farther; and that the Marfhal had no 
viobt to make any terms of fale. That he heard 
the deceafed fay, we will have no fchoolboys play. 
That the prifoner purchufed the eltate at his 
requeft. That the prifoner and he were inti- 
mate, And after this being afked thus: Did 
ou never hear the prifoner mention any thing 
of fatisfaétion or ill-treatment? Without ob- 
ic€ting to the queftion, he anfwered, never ; 
and afterwards being alked thus: Did the pri- 
foner never fay any thing to you on the fubje& 
of the difpute that had happened at the fale of 
Bridgwater’s eftate ? He, without objecting an- 
{wered, no, he never did. The dottor con- 
fefled, thar the prifoner did, on Noverber 18, 
in the evening, write, execute and deliver to 
him a deed or. writing atrefted by three witnef- 
fes, but faid he didnot know whether it was his 
will or no, nor did the prifoner then inform 
him of his being a legatee in it; whereas the 
aottor had faid in his examination before the 
judges of the ifland of Nevis, which was read 
in court, that the prifoner had that evenirg 
mode his will, and informed him that he was 3 
leratee The doctor further faid, that on the 
y@th at right, the prifoner went to bed at his, 
the doctor’s houte, and that on the 19th in the 
morning he faw the prifoner riding up to his, 
the doctor’s houfe, on one of his, the doétor’s 
horfes, and his, the doctor’s, negro hoy along 
with him: That he then had on a whitifh coat, 
a ‘ilver laced hat, anda dark-coloured waift- 
eoat ; and that about the fame time the prifo- 
mer’s negro boy brought a red trunk to hig 
houfe, in which the prifoner ufed to carry his 
things. The doétor likewife (id, thar at his 


Mes futenc’s pifels, which bad brafs barrels 
wit hiver mounting, and he believed to be the 
tune with thofe fhewn to hin. in court. That 
onthe 20th Mrs. Daflert miffed them, and. he 
bekong her to feorch fur them, found them 
mnuderinc ¢d i a room were ftood a red 
tawuk, which he believed to be the trunk thar 
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the prifoner’s boy had brought to his houfe tht 
morning of the 19th. That he faw the tronk 
opened: That there wasacoat and waiftcoat 
in it which were moift : That he did not on the 
Saturday night, the 18th, fend his boy or an 
of hishorfes out on any errand: That the 
night between Saturday and Sunday the 19th 
was a very boiterous night, and that from the 
time he fpoke to the prifoner on Saturday night 
and the time he faw him riding up to the houfe 
in the morning, he believed, he might have 
been at St. Chriftopher’s and back again, 

The witneffes to the will were then called, 
who fwore they witnefled a deed written and 
executed by the prifoner, November 18, at 
night, but could not be pofitive it was a will, 

Thomas Hobfonand his fifter living on Bridg- 
water cftate fwore, that on Saturday night, 
Novem er 18, about midnight , doctor Webbe’s 
boy came to their houfe on one of the doétor’s 
horfes, about midnight, and faid he had been 
round the ifland leoking for his mefter That 
afrer puting up h's horfe.who was wet, he 
ftayed there all night: That about eight 
0" lock next morring a little gentleman in a 
whire coat and filver-laced hat came there, 
afked for Pope, the boy’s name, and the mo- 
menthe faw him, bid him faddle the horfe: 
That as foon as he was faddled, after afking 
the boy the neareft way to doctor Webbe’s 
houfe, he mounted and rode that way: That he 
came from towards the bay, and that the pri- 
foner was the very man. 

John M‘Kanley, fwore, that, November 19 
about 5 o’Clock inthe morning, a negro boy 
yufhed into his chamber and cried out, O Lord, 
mafter make hafte and come down, for my mafter is 
fahting with fword and piftels, with a gentleman 
that is come from Nevis. ‘That the boy got pre- 
fently agiin upon his mafter’s horfe, galloped 
down, and he followed on foot. That he found 
the gentleman jut expired, therefore aiked [che 
boy who had killed his mafter, and that he told 
him it was.Barbot, who was juft gone off in a 
canoe. “That upon going down to the fea-fide, 
he faw a canoe with four oars and a paddle, 
making very. faft from the fhore, about 50 
yards off, with fome perfon in white fitting in 
the ftern of the canve, but did not-know who 
it was. ‘That the deceafed had ona great Coat 
and his gloves: That his piftols were in the 
holfers on his horfe, and his fword fome dif- 
tance from him in the fcabbard, with the bele 
wrapped round the bilt.

LIZ. BRYANT, a fervant maid, 22 years 

old, of a good habit, fanguine and phleg- 
matic, and in the main healthy, was on a 
24, 1751, bitten by a mad dog, on the third 
inger of the right hand, near the joint next 
the nail, and on the back of the fame hand ; 
the wound on the finger bled, but the other 
did not, though the {kin wes pinched through, 
and both foon healed without application. 

The dog refufed food, and the next day died, 
and another dog, who had licked up fome meat, 
which he had taken into his mouth, was kitled 
mad, three weeks afterwards. 

About this time the maid, who had wirhin 
the laft week loft her appetite and her colour, 

had fick fits and reftle&S nights, with fudden fits 
of alternace and unufual indolence ard activity, 
was fent to the fea, where fhe was dipped till 
fhe could bear it no longer. Upon her return 
home, fhe had cetchings in her arms and hands ; 
terry‘ying dreams of dogs and water, could not 
bear a dog near, and, if fhe heard them berk 
would turn pale ard tremble, the was therefore 
blooded inthe right arm. On Fuly 16, fhe 
began to take the pulvis antilyfus, as dirc€ted by 
Dr. Acad, and continued it to fou~ dofes. On 
the zoth fhe was fentto the cold bath, and ufed 
it four mornings fucceflively ; fhe then complain- 
ed cf a numbref§ and pain in the fame arm and 
fhoulder, on which the mutk and cinnabar pow- 
ders, called fir George Cobb’s medicine, were 
ordered, and fhe took them two nights; by 
thefe fhe was fo much relieved, that the fuid 
fhe was well, and was advifed to repeat the 
cold bathing, but did not, becaufe the cateme- 
nla were come on. 

This treatment, however, tho’ it was the 
moft diligent and regular application of the bef 
remedies hitherto known, proved ineffectual, 
and, two days after the firft bathing, the patient 
was attacked with the hydrophobia. 

Fuly 27, ive hours after the full moon, fhe 
Was.ail at once feized with an acute pain in her 
finger, which proceeded to her fhoulder, and 
thence to her throat, where it produced as fhe 
imagined a large fubftance, which fhe thought 
would have ftrangled her. From this time fhe 
could not bear the ficht of water, nor the 


found of its falling from the pump in the yard ; 


her terror of dogs encresfed, her voice was 
foon loit, ard her pain, which was in fuccef- 
five fhouotings, was more intence and frequent, 
in proportion as dogs and water were within 
her hearing or fight ; when this happened, 
her pain was almoft continual, and intolerable, 
with fuffocation, fhort breathing, dizzinef, 
violent rifings at her ftomach, breaft, and 
throat, and {trong catchings at her fingers and 
arms, and other parts, as if fhe was going into 
general-convulfions, which fhe would probably 

have done, if cogs or water had been kept near 

her long together 

Upon this violent and fudden attack, the fur- 
geon under whofe dire¢tion fhe had been, gave 
her a little water and fpirits of hartfhhorn, which 
fhe inftantly threw back with fome phlegm. 
Some women who ftood by, infifting her difor- 
der was hyferics, the furgeon without the pa- 
tients knowledge, had a bafon of water brought 
in, as if by chance; but the moment fhe faw i, 
fhe fhriecked out veheminently, tofled her 
head back with great violence, and fell into an 
agony. ‘The doétor ‘was then fent for, he 
found her in full underftanding, but ftruggling 
in vain to exprefs herfelf by words; her coun-~ 
tenance was a little flufhed ; her look eager, 
fcared, and fierce; her pulfe eafy, bold and 
regular ; her tongue moift and clean, and fhe 
had no thirft. A bafon of water was again in- 
troduced, and threw her into the fame agony. 
—She was bled to fifteen ounces; Gob’s pow- 
ders, made into a bolus, with honey, were 
ordered every three hours, with a pill of. two 
grains of pure opium, to begin immediately, 
and continue till reft could be procared ; and a 
plaifter of galbanum, and half an ounce of the 
thebaic extract was applied to her throat. 

In the evening having been reftlefs, in pain 
and fometimes wholly untractable the greater 
part of the day; fhe, after great perfnafion, 
fwallowed three fpoonfuls of broth, with the 
utmott difficulty ; her blood looked well. 

The difficulty in fwallowing, fhe afterwards 
faid, did not proceed from any pain attending 
the a@tion, but the rifing of fomething in her 
throat; like the globus hiftericus. 

The powder and opium continued. The 
hand and arm eafed with warm fallad oil feveral 
times a day 

Sunday 28. Only two papers of powders, 
and two pills, taken ‘n the night, the lait of 
which fhe bronght up, wa fick at her {tomech, 
fept none, but lay quiet; her fkin tomewhat 
moift, «md her voicea lite iccovered; her 
pain and difficulty of fwallowang litde better, “13 
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pulfe ftronger and quicker ; no ftool fince Fri- 
day. Bled again to z0 ounces; a Clyfer 
with antimonial wine ; powders, pill, and cha- 
fing, repeated. 

Sunday evening, fwallowed better, had got 
down a pint of liquids fince morning, her urine 
fmall in quantity, but good ; no fleep —Cly fer 
no effect, therefore repeated | 

Monday 29. Clyfter had taken effeét, better 
in the main ; had fweated in the night, but not 
flept; her fwallowing better ; drank a quart ; 
very thirfty ; pulfe full. Bled to twelve 
ounces ; plaifter, with only twodrams of ex- 
tract, and chafing repeated , powders continu- 
ed; barley water with nitre dire&ted for her 
thirft. 

Monday evening. Every way better; pain 
gone ; could drink a pint at a draught, but fill 
dreaded dogs and water.----Powders continued ; 
opium omitted.----She had been again fick at 
her ftomach, occafioned by her having taken 
cold, the nitre was therefore laid afide. 

By this treatment, leffening the quantity of 
the medicine as the fymptoms abated, fhe gra- 
dually recovered, till venturing to try how fhe 
could bear to look upon water, the fight of it 
threw her back, and her fymptons returned: 
She was, however, again recovered, and 
about the 16th regained her appetite, ftrength, 
and fpirits, and furmounted her averfion to 

* dogs and water, fhe went about her bufinefS as 

ulual, but fhe again relapfed, upon being 
alarmed and terrified to a great degree, by 
the ftupidity, or malice, of two wretches, who 
affured her that, though fhe thought herfelf 
well, yet it was impoflible fhe fhould recover, 
and that her apparent amendment was but a 
lightening before death. 

She was again recovered by the fame treate 
ment, and has continued in perfeét health ever 
fince. | 

The Do&or’s reafoning upon this cafe tends 
to fhew, That poifgn operates not by circula- 
ting with the blood or animal fpirits, but by 
producing fpafms upon nerves, which are com- 
municated by degrees from fibre to fibre with- 
out apparent injury, till the nerves that govern 
fome¢ eminent vifcera begin to be affe@ted. ‘To 
frpport this hypothefis, be obferves, that, if the 

animal fpirits were tainted in anv part, they 
would fuddenly all be tainted, the injury would 
not be flow partial, but fudden and univerfal : 
That different foreign agents affect different 
parts, @s mercury, the mouth and falival glands : 
fumes of lead, the bowels; the virus of the 


pall pox, the nofe and palate, and cantharides, 
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the neck of the bladder ; that different fpafms 
may be commanded by different objeéts, with~ 
out contract : Asa ftring of an inftrument will 
vibrate at the found of a correfponding ftring. 
Hyfterics and unreafonable panics have been 
thus. comnrunicated, and the agitations of 
enthufiafts, in fpight of all efforts to the con- 
trary : a perfon yawning communicates that pe- 
culiar convulfion and no other, and the fight of 
water produces the hydrophobia in perfons 
bitten by a mad dog: Upon this_principle, the 
author accounts for the production of the fmall 
pox, by the dread of it. 

That the hydrophobia is not inflammatory at 
the beginning, but fimply fpafmodic, like hy!- 
terics and worms: That It appears probable, at 
leaft, that it is a fpecies of mania, attended 
with certain alienations of mind and diforders 
of body p culiar to itfelf, all proceeding from » 
irregular foafms, and fpafmodic conftridtions, 
of fome particular parts of the nervous fyftem. 
He infers. 

That the firft atm fhould be to quiet the 
agitations, releafe the ftriétures, and remove 
the fpafm. ? 

That bathing in cold water is therefore bad ; 
it is irritating the mania by prefenting the par- 
ticular obje&t of terror, and naturally tends to 
increafe the diforder, whether fpafmodic or 
inflammatory, for in no other inflammation is 
it ever advifed, being known to fix them be- 
yond poflibility of cure. So that, upon the 
whole, neither bleeding, vomiting, purging 
clyfter, nor venefection, are to be practifed im 
the hydrophobia, ocherwife than pre re nata, 
with a perpetual exclufion of all attempts to 
cure it by water. 

But the intention of cure bemg thus traced, 
thofe medicines which may probably effec it, 
are too well known to be further defcribed. 


A Description of YORKSHIRE. 


ORKSHIRE isof a larger extent than 

any two countiesin England joined toge- 
ther. It is equal to the dukedom of Wirtem- 
burg in Germany, and contains more ground 
than all the feven United Provinces. It 1s 9° 
miles long, 80 broad, 360 in circumference, 
and contains about 3,770,000 acres. As to ifs 
boundaries, it has Lancafhire and Weftmore- 
land on the weft, part of Wefmoreland, and 
the bifhoprick of Durham on the north, Der- 
byfhire, Nottingham and Lincolnfhire on the 
fouth, and the fea or German ocean on the caft ; 
und the fouth-welt part juft touches upon cae 
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hire. Itis divided into 28 hundreds, h2s 563 
parifhes, and 43 market towns, and fends 30 
members to parliament, viz. two for the covn- 
ty, who in the prefent parliament are lord 
vifcount Down and Sir Conyers D'Arcy, knight 
of the Bath, two for the city of York, and 
26 for 13 borougtis, each, fending two No 
county furpafles this for ftatély and conveulent 
feats of the nobility and gentry, nor does any 
go beyond it for titles of honour Its chief 
rivers are the Tees, Swaile, Warfe, Ure, 
Oufe, Dervant, Calder amd Dun; moft of 
which by their confluence form that great 
xftuary or river, called the Humber, which 
feparates this county from Lincolnfhire. It is 
generally blefied with a wholefome and tem- 
perate air, bur it muft be fuppofed, that in a 
country of fo large an extent the foil muft be 
various: And this indeed is the cafe, for if one 
part is ftony, mountainous, furdy and barren, 
another is richly adorn’d with corn-fields and 
paftures ; if fome places be naked and deftitute 
of woods, others are fhaded with delightfal 
forefts ; and it fome be morifh, miry and un- 
pleafant, others are as fine and agreeable as the 
eye can wifh. It in general abounds in cattle, 
fith and fowl, and is remarkable for a breed of 
fine horfes, great flocks of goats and fheep, 
and mines of lead, copper and coals. It is fa- 
mous for medicinal waters, particularly at 
Scarborough, and has abundance of jet, allum, 
lime-ftone, liquorice, &c. Their principal 
manufacture is coarfe cloth; next to which 
Rippon fpurs, Sheffield blades, and Sherbon 
pins, are of fpecial note. This very large 
county, for the more eafy management of its 
civil government, is divided into three parts, 
called Ridings, viz.the E:ft-Riding. the Weft- 
Riding, and the North-Riding, each of which 
might make a county of itfelf. 

The north and weft fides of the Eaft-Riding 
are bounded by the winding coarfe of the Der- 
vent, the fouth by the Humber, and the eaft 
by the ~erman Ocean; which part, with that 
towards the Dervant, is pretty fruitful, burt 
the middle, called Yorkfwould, is nothing but 
a heap of mountains. In this divifion are three 
boroughs which fend members to parliament, 


viz. Beverley, Hull or Kingfton upon Hull, 
and teadon or Heydon. 

The Weft-Riding, which is the moft confi- 
derable, is abounded by the Oufe, by Lanca- 
fhire, and by the fouthern limits of the county, 
and lies towards the fouth and weft. In this 
divifion are the city of York, and five bo- 


roughs that fends members to parliamen:, viz. 


Knare{borough, Aldborough, Boroughbridge, 
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Rippon, and Pontefra& or Pomfret; befides 
Shefteid, Wakefield, Hallifax, Leeds, and 


mony other noted rowns 

The North-Riding, a few miles above Flam 
borough-Head, extends iitif in « long and mar- 
row tratt for 6o miles, as far as Welmoreiind 
to the welt, being bounded on one fide partly 
by the Dervent, feparating it from the Eaft- 
Riding, and partly by the Onfe and Ure, divi- 
ding it from the Wef-Riding ; and on the 
other fide by the Tees, which parts it from the 
bifhoprick of Durham to the north. There 
are frve boroughs in this divifion, viz. Scarbo 
rough, Malton,.Thirtke, Northallerton, and 


Richmond.

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Chronological Diary of Foreign and Domeftick Affairs. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
Madrid, Anguft 28 


HE: King has again ordered publick Pray- 
ers for Rain, of which this Country 1s 
in very gfeat Want. The Rain which fell 
about rwo Months fince was too inconfiderable 
to have any great effect upon the Ground, 
which the raging Heat of the Sun has made fo 
dry, that all our Paftures was burat up, and all 
Sorts of Provifions are at an exceflive high 
Price; that of Bread increafes every Day in 
the Inland Part of the Kingdom, where fo- 
reign Corn does not come. I'he Scarcity of 
Barley and Straw, with which our Draught 
Cattle is generally fed, makes the Price of Car- 
riage every where exhorbitant, and in many 
Places the Dearnefs of Corn and todder has 
induced private People to fell their Mules and 
their Equip:ges. ; 

Genoa, Sept. 1. The laft advices which the 
Government received from Corfica were not 
very favourable, but give Room to apprehend, 
that the Troubles in that [land will rather in- 
creafe than diminith. 

Copenkagn, Sept. 8. The Preparations that 
have been making for fome Time paft at Fre- 
derickiborg, makes it.imagined, that after the 
Queen recovers from her Lying-in, their Ma- 
jeftics will go to that Caftle, in order to fee the 
Prefents wh'-h ihe Beys ot Tunis and Tripola 
fentto cur Monarch. ‘They confift of four 
Barbary Horfes, four Camels, three Oftriches, 
three iyzers, a Lion, a He Goat, five She- 
Goats, and Gx African Rats. The Sight of 
which excites the Curiofity of all the Inhabi- 
tants of this City, and as his Majefty has given 
orders that the Menagarte fhall be open to 
every cody, great Numbers of People refort 
thither. 

Paris, Sept. 1a, Tt was very much appre- 
hended this Week, that fome rigorous Order 
would have come from the Court to the Grand 
Chamber at Pontoife: However, -none came, 
and the Magiftrates which compofe that Body 
adjourned the 7th till Martinmas. It is not 
only the Councellors, Sollicitors and Attorneys,

Head, who paid the praper Military Honours, 
the Drums beating and MMfufie playing all the 
Wav as they marched to the Parli:ment-Clofe, 
where f foon as the ‘Froogs had formed a 
Line, with the Matens in the like Manner 
within them, the Grand Mafter and Officers of 
the Grand Lodge made a Stop at the North-
